On 9/10/70, Deputy Sheriff Kane County, 
Illinois, Sheriff's Office, advised t there is a farm located 
near Yorkville, Iliinois, that is known to residents of the area 
as "the gangster farm." eearid stated he conducted investigation 
that this farm is currently owned by an attorney, 
with offices at 277 Park Avenue,. New-York, 





stated that the farm received its name in the 
1940's when meetings of individuals who were apparently members 
of the Chicago underworld were held and that there were armed 
guards at the gate during these meetings. 


A search of the records of Kane County by[ 
reflected that the farm in question was owned by PAUL DE LUCTA 
under the name of his alias, PAUL RICCA, until 1948 when it was 
transferred to the Oak Park Trust Company under a trust agreement 
until 1951. Since then the owner is listed as Condon Farms, Inc., 

and it is not known whether it is owned by him 


or being held by under a trust agreement.

In this 
Same category was ROCCO SALVATORE, who was described as 
a “Shirttail relative" of BATTAGLIA and who without

SAM GIANCANA, who had been the overall boss 
prior to BATTAGLIA taking over, also has his troubles 
at the present time, having served a jail term and 
hiding out in Mexico ever since. The only supervision

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that appears to remain the same is at the top of the 
organization where TONY ACCARDO and PAUL RICCA remain 
in charge although they are more or less semi-retired, 
Both RICCA and ACCARDO no doubt now are consulted by 
present leaders and are in advisory capacity. 


Informant stated during the time he (informant 


an a money. ey were millionaires 

many times over and were concerned only with keeping 

their status as heads of the organization, but only 

as consultants or advisors. They left authority 

and active management to such men as GIANCANA and 

BATTAGLIA., RICCA and ACCARDO were much concerned 

about diverting attention of the government away 

from themselves and giving the appearance that they were retired 
and having nothing more to do with “the outfit." 


GIANCANA and BATTAGLIA both functioneq.»as active 
heads in an entirely satisfactory manner. They both 
were aggressive, ruthless and moneymakers., Under their 
Supervision, FIFI BUCCIERI, a prime lieutenant of 
GIANCANA and TURK TORELLO, his assistant, control the 
Bolita games and all the Puerto Rican operations. This was 
a real moneymaker, 


At the same time, WILLIE MESSINA was expanding 
the "juice loans" and this was "his thing" as far as 
the Chicago family was concerned, MESSINA was also 
aggressive and a moneymaker and had the full backing 
of the Chicago group. MESSINA had two Greeks working 
under him, both Sharp moneymen and "accepted" by the 
outfit. 


On the west side and western suburbs, JOEY 
AIUPPA was and apparently still is the boss of all 
gambling and vice. CHUCKIE NICOLETTI was also given 
authority and was taking over anumber of operations in 
the western suburbs. Informant stated since his incarceration, 
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NICOLETTI , who is more aggressive than AIUPPA, is probably 

the "only ranking guy still scratching around." He 

Said AIUPPA and NICOLETTI are always close, but NICOLETTI

Informant said NICOLETTI as he remembered him was 
inclined to stick his neck out and take risks, As an 
example, informant said should a deal come up where they can 
make a fast buck through such illegal activity as 
gambling and so farth and there is $100,000 — $200,000 
at stake, ACCARDO, RICCA and BUCCIERI might pass it 
up because it appeared too risky. Not so with 
NICOLETTI or the CERONEs or ALUPPAand others of this 
Status. They would go all out for it, They might tell 
ACCARDO and RICCA of the scheme but they would take off on 
their own and assume the risk. 


Informant said from his best knowledge, RALPH PIERCE 
Still bosses the south side rackets, ROSS PRIO and LENNIE 
PATRICK still have the north side, JACK CERONE and his group 
control the west side and the western suburban area. JOE 
AMATO, although trying to retire some years ago, probably 
still controls the Mc Henry County area, Originally, 
WILLIE DADDANO had Du Page County and most of the 
west suburban area, but DADDANO is now in jail and his area 
is probably being supervised by NICOLETTI,. Informant stated

"organization," no one wants to hold himself out as the 
number one man, 


With SAM BATTAGLIA, JACKIE CERONE, and FELIX ALDERISIO 
serving time, the present leadership is a question mark. | 


Informant said "CHUCKIE" NICOLETTI could be regarded 
as the number one man. However, "CHUCKIE" lives in Melrose 
Park, Illinois, where he supervises "juice," gambling, and 
vice in that area. He also supervises the handling of some 
of the outfit's money and at the present time most of their 
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money is finding its way into legitimate businesses and real 
estate projects. 


Informant stated that NICOLETTI and his group are 
known to have invested in car agencies such as Al Piemonti 
Ford in Melrose Park and in vacant land in the west suburban 
area, NICOLETTI, JOEY AIUPPA, and others in the west 
Suburban group have extended their investments to such areas 
aS Arizona and Florida. Again, this money is mostly tied 
up with real estate developments. "CHUCKIE" NICOLETTI and 
AIUPPA definitely control the west suburban area of Chicago. 


On the north side of Chicago, ROSS PRIO still has 
his group and his interests and investments. Informant said 
that PRIO has all the vice, gambling, and prostitution on 
Chicago's north side. He does not answer to NICOLETTI or 
AIUPPA but continues to maintain his control independently 
through his contacts with the police and politicians in that 
area. Informant said reports also indicate that PRIO's con- 
tacts "probably reach to the Mayor's office."

Informant noted that even though NICOLETTI and 
AIUPPA are close and seem to work well together, each has 
his own interest and AIUPPA still runs Cicero and Berwyn 
and controls all phases of Syndicate activity in that area.
